FOOD PRICES SOAR 
1.2 PCT. IN 2 WEEKS 
IN JULY TONEW HIGH 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (UP)— 
The Government today reported 
retail food prices climbed 1.2 per 
cent in the first two weeks of July 
to a new record high. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported an 18 per cent hike in 
the price of eggs over the two- 
week period while all dairy prices 
rose almost 2 per cent. 

The increase pushed the retail 
food price index to 235.1 per cent 
of 1935-39 prices. This was 1.2 
per cent above record highs set 
last January and again on June 
30. 

The bureau said food - prices 
July 15 were 1.5 per cent higher 
than a month earlier and 15.8 per 
cent above food costs before the 
Korean war.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP)— 
How four atomic researchers ran.

accidentally went uncontrolled 
was told yesterday by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The mishap occurred at AEC’s 
Argonne laboratory near Chicago 
early in June. At that time, lab- 
oratory officials announced that 
the men had been overexposed to 
radiation and had been hospital- 
ized for observation. The AEC 
filled in some more details yester- 
day—paricularly how the men 
“immediately ran.” 

The scientists sprinted for cover 
after a burst of rays—similar to 


those which would be released in| 


an A-bomb explosion—came from 
the appartus they were working 
on. Safety devices automatically 
shut off the chain reaction, but 
only after it had gone “supercriti- 
cal” for an instant.

Eisenhower’s comments on the 
foreign policy issue were prompt- 
ed by the question of a reporter 
who asked whether he agreed 
with Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, the Democratic presidential 
nominee, that foreign policy 
would be the big issue of the 
campaign. 

“{ think it would be oversim-, 
plifying to say that that was go- 
ing to be the big issue,” Eisen- 
hower said, 

“But I do believe that the 
great issue of mankind today, at 
least on our side of the Iron 
Curtain, is the initiation of 4a 
sound program for peace. It is a 
complicated thing, but.I believe 
we have got to get on the right 
road very soon.” 

Intensive Campaign Planned. 

Eisenhower also made _ these 
}other points: 

1. He said that he and Senator 
Richard M,. Nixon of California, 
G.O.P. vice presidential nominee, 
will go into “the nooks and cran- 
nies of this country” and put on 
a fighting and intensive cam- 
paign. 

2. He said he expects to start 
a whistle-stop tour about Sept. 1, 
and that as far as he knows now 
his headquarters will remain here 
until about Aug. 25 when he will 
address the American Legion con- 
vention in New York. 


3. He said it is important that

Britain Ratifies Peace Conteais

Commons Vote Is 293 to 253 — Debate

LONDON, Aug. 1 (UP)—The 
House of Commons approved the 
Allied peace contract with West- 
ern Germany today by a vote of 
293 to 253 after defeating a Labor 
party motion to postpone action, 
294 to 260. 


The House of Lords had ap- 
proved the contract last night so 
Britain becomes the second coun- 
try to ratify it. The United States 
was first. 

-The two-day debate on the 
peace contract was marked by 
the first split between the Con- 
servative and Labor parties on 
long-standing bipartisan foreign 
policy. There was bitter open 
feuding of orthodox and left- 
wing Labor factions and some 
Conservatives voiced misgivings 
over the peace pact. 

During the debate some rank- 
and-file Laborites rebelled against 
the official parsy motion to post- 
pone action on the agreement. 

No roll call vote was taken 
either on the Labor motion or on 
the government motion for final 
approval, but the figures indi- 
cated that up to 20 Laborites ab- 
stained instead of supporting their 
party. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden energetically urged ratifi- 
cation of the peace contract, say- 
ing it was “the nearest thing we 
can get to a peace treaty with 
Germany at the present time.” 

Eden urged the Laborites not 
to vote against the contract and 
thus “indulge in an act which will 
be misunderstood and which cer- 


tainly can not be justified in his- 
tory.” 

He pointed out that as re- 
gards Germany Conservative gov- 
ernment is simply following 
policy laid down by the Laborites 
when they were in office. Refer- 
ring to a Labor demand for four- 
power talks with Russia, he said: 

“Let nobody think that four- 
power talks are going to be pre- 
vented by this vote ,.. We are 
still ready to talk with Russia 
and we shall not be prejudicing 
the possibility of four-power 
talks.” 

He argued that quick ratifica- 
tion would speed approval of the 
peace pacts by France and Ger- 
many. 

Before the debate started, left- 


denied a charge .made yesterday 
by party leader Clement R. Att- 
lee that he broke custom by dis- 
closing secret discussions of the 
Labor party cabinet when it was 
in office. 

“I do not plead guilty to consti- 
tutional impropriety,” Bevan said.

It was the 
first Communist challenge to U.N. 
‘air superiority since July 23. 

On the ground, two companies 
of Allied troops, threw the Reds 

off the crest of “Old Baldy” in 
an eight-hour night fight. The 

Reds fought desperately with 
machinegun, mortar and artillery.

While U.N. troops battled up 
‘carried with them logs, barbed

Symington, on the other hand, 
has the backing of the other 24 
ward regular organizations.

141 strikers, all charged with dis- 
orderly conduct, made -no re- 
sistance as 80 policemen went into 
the plant and escorted them to 
police patrols. All were released 
later on $10 bond each, provided 
i by the independent Farm Equip- 


| ment-United Electrical Workers 


Among those arrested was Rob- 
ert L. Ray, local president of the 


| leftwing union. He ordered work- 


ers to report for work today on 
their regular shifts. However, the 
mill did not open. The company 
said it notified employes last 
night the plant would be closed 
today to permit clean-up opera- 
tions and machine inspection. 


The strikers started the sit- 


down—the first in Chicago in 
several years—Wednesday after- 
noon in protest against the com- 
pany’s plans to move its twine 
mill operations to New Orleans. 
The union has demanded that 
the plant remain’: in Chicago 
where it has been operating for 
50 years. © 
Harvester said its employes 
were told 18 months ago that op- 
erations would be shifted to a 


new million dollar plant on the 
Mississippi river in New Orleans, 
The company said the new site 
is nearer the source of sisal and 
manila fiber used in the manu- 
facture of twine. 

Some 150 workers have been 
laid off and another 150 are to 


be laid off Aug. 8. All operations 
are slated to be halted by spring. 
The company said 584 of the 
plant’s 850 workers will be given 
severance pay or pensions as the 
result of the plant closing.™ It 
said this would affect all em- 
ployes of five or more -year’s 
service. 


125 Policemen on Hand. 


Timothy J. O’Connor, Chicago 
police commissioner, sent 125 
policemen to the plant yesterday 
with instructions to try and “talk” 
the strikers into leaving the plant 
and to make arrests if that did not 
work. 

Police told the sit-downers that 
such strikes are illegal and. that 
they would be given two minutes 
to clear out. 

The deadline passed without 
any response and the officers be- 
gari making arrests. A crowd of 
some 40 demonstrators jeered as 
each group of prisoners was led 
from the plant. . 

The only incident was a brief 


‘scuffle when demonstrators out-

Kennan protested against the) 
poster and refused to attend the 
aviation day show. 

Referring to the United Sta 
protests, Pravda declared “cer- 
tain persons from American of- 
ficial circles would like to dis- 
tract the attention of millions of 
Americans from their aggressive 
plans, from their criminal policy 
of unleashing a new war. 

“For these purposes,” the news- 
paper continued, “the war-mong- 
ers put into circulation by all 
means—lies, deceit and slander. 
Vain efforts! By their false game 
these gentlemen give themselves 
away as enemies of peace and the 
security of peoples.” 

Pravda asserted the poster was 
based on real facts—“in all these 
cases, unasked guests were given 
a needed lesson. It serves as one [B= 
more warning for those who (ft 
would try to violate the inviola- /L° 
bility of Soviet borders. 

“The Soviet people liked. the 
poster,” it added, because “by ex- 
amples taken from life itself” it 
showed how “Soviet border 
guards carfvy out their sacred 
duty in /defense of Soviet | 
borders.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP) — 
Senator. John Sparkman of Ala- 
bama, De tic nominee for 
Vice President, today told a Ne- 
gro Congressman, Representative 
Adam Clayton. Powell Jr. (Dem.), 
New York, that he would “work 
whole-heartedly for the Demo- 
_eratic program.” 

But he refused to be pinned 
down on a series of specific ques- 
_ tions regarding civil rights that 
Powell had asked in a publicized 
telegram. Powell represents New 
| York’s Harlem district. 

“As an experienced legislator,” 


Sparkman telegraphed Powell, 
“you will understand, I am sure, 
that no one can properly give 
blanket assurance in advance as 
to his action on every measure.” 
Powell had asked Sparkman if 
the vice presidential nominee 
would do all in his power to 
“make the Democratic platform 
anti-filibuster plank -effective.” 


Dispute Over Meaning. 


There is an unsettled dispute 
between Southern and Northern 
Democrats as to the meaning of 
this plank in the new platform. 
It pledged improvement of con- 
gressional legislative machinery. 

Powell and other civil rights 
crusaders contend this pledged an 
end to Senate filibusters, which 
have blocked civil rights and 
other legislation in the past. 

Powell had asked Sparkman if 
as Vice President he would vote 
to allow a simple majority of the 
Senate to end filibusters. It now 
requires affirmative votes of 64, 
or two-thirds of all Senators t< 
do this. Powell also asked Spark- 
man if he would campaign active- 
ly for a compulsory Federal Fair 
Employment Practices Commis- 
sion and similar civil rights meas- 
ures. 

Along with other Southerners, 
Sparkman in the past has opposed 
compulsory federal action in the 
racial relations field and also has 
voted against changing Senate 
rules to make it easier to end 
filibusters. 


In his telegram to Powell, 
Sparkman reminded him that he 
had told the Chicago convention 
in accepting the vice presidential 
nomination “I was intimately in- 
volved in drafting and final adop- 
tion of the Democratic platform.” 


Winning Program, He Says. 


“I can assure you as I have 
assured others in all parts of the 
country of my firm conviction 
that our platform provides a pro- 
gram on which we can wage our 
campaign and win,” Spearkman 
said, and added: 

“I pledge myself to work whole- 
heartedly for the Democratic pro- 
gram. Not only during the cam- 
paign, but afterwards in the vice 
presidency if, as I am confident | 
will be case, the people once | 
again cho»yse the Democratic | 
party as the vehicle of our liberal | 
faith.” | 

Finally Sparkman told Powell, | 
“I earnestly hope that you will |

Figures Indicate Soviet Stockpile Will Ap- 
| proach Number of Missiles Needed for 
Surprise Saturation Attack on U.S. Be- 
fore End of Four-Year Term.

HE existence of a Soviet stockpile of atomic bombs has now 

become an almost unmentionable subject. There was no serious 

discussion of it at all at the recent conventions, yet Soviet 
atomic production may wel] overshadow every other problem which 
the next President will have to face. 


mates of Soviet atomic stockpiling 
have now been increased about 20 
per cent. 

In the second place, this prob- 
ably means that the Russian 
stockpile will begin to approach 
the number of bombs required for 
an attem knockout blow at the 
United States before the end of 


the next President’s four-year 
term. 


New Soviet Atomic Plant 

Previous estimates have as- 
sumed Soviet production of about 
50 bombs up to the beginning of 
this year; and thereafter, as the 
result of the completion of a great 
new. atomic plant in central Rus- 
sia, monthly production of five to 
seven bombs. 

These estimates have been in- 
creased for several reasons, but 
especially because it has been 
found that atomic bombs of me- 
dium power can be produced con- 
siderably more rapidly than had 


previously been thought possible. 

Given this 20 per cent increase 
in current estimates, the following 
table will serve as a rough guide 
to the expected minimum and 
maximum stockpile in the years 
immediately ahead: 

At the end of this year: 130 to 
150 bombs. 

‘At the end of 1953: 200 to 250 

mbs. 

_ At the end of 1954: 275 to 370 
mbs. 

At the end of 1955: 350 to 450 
bombs. 

At the end of 1956: 420 to 550 
bombs. 

This sort of estimate Is, of 
course, no more than an informed 
guess. No one can possibly pre- 
dict what successes or failures 
may attend the efforts of Secret 
Police Chief Lavrenti Beria, who 
is charged with the Soviet atomic 
program, three or four years from 
now. Moreover, the above table 
leaves out of account the hydro- 
gen bomb, on which this country 
has little head start on the Soviet 
Union. But the estimates above 
at least serve to suggest what the 
planners call “the dimensions of 
the problem.” 

The dimensions of this prob- 
lem which will confront the next 
President are also suggested by 
other estimates the experts have 
made. These estimates concern 
the number of medium bombs on 
target required to destroy this 
country’s military potential. 


This, again, is something which 
even the best of the experts, por- 
ing over their target analyses and 
production figures, can only guess 
at, but, for what they are worth, 
these guesses range from 450 to 
660 medium atomic bombs de- 
livered on target. 


Here it should be pointed out, 
of course, that there is a great 
difference between bombs hidden 
in a stockpile and bombs deliv- 
ered on target. 

For one thing, the continental 
United States does not contain 
by any means the only atomic 
targets in the world. 


Second, no country can afford 
to expend its whole atomic stock- 
pile at a single blow. 


Third, some targets are sure to 
be missed. 


Finally, the effectiveness of the 
defenses of a country attacked 
can make the difference between 
the success or failure of an at- 
tack. 

Hope for Strong U. 8S. Defense. 

The air defense specialists are 
beginning to believe that the ef- 
fectiveness of our defense against 
air-delivered attack can be in- 
creased very sharply indeed, giv- 
en an all-out national effort in 
this field. 

For all these reasons, it would 
be all wrong simply to equate the 
the estimated Soviet stockpiling of 
bombs with the estimated number 
of bombs required for a knock- 
out blow. Yet when all this is 
said, the harsh facts remain. The 
Soviet atomic stockpile is formi- 
dable enough even now. By the end 
of the next President’s four-year 
term, a very bad time may at least 
be near. This is the time when the 
Soviets will be able to launch 
a surprise saturation attack 
against the United States, in the 
rational hope of destroying Amer- 
ican military power. 

These facts might as well be 
faced, unpleasant as they are. One 
suspects that they have already 
been faced by both presidential 
candidates. They may well have 
been in Adlai Stevenson’s mind 
when he described the presidency 
as an office whose potential for 
good or evil “smothers exulta- 
tion and converts vanity to pray- 
er.” They may also have been in 
Dwight Eisenhower’s mind when 
he impulsively confessed to Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft that the 
thought of the presidency was a 


“nightmare” to him.

At this early stage in the cam- 
paign, only 22 papers have come 
out for Stevenson and Senator 
John Sparkman, the Democrats’ 
vice presidential nominee from 
Alabama.

Presumably, Ste- 
venson’s total will approach that. 

This tally includes only papers 
in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Tennessee, Florida, 
Virginia, Kentucky; Oklahoma, 
and the Carolinas which indorsed 
a ticket in 1948 or have done so 
this year. It covered most of the 
leading papers in the states in- 
volved.

ENATOR ESTES KEFAUVER

Springfield, Ill., and its gover- 
nor were somewhat more remote 
from the clashing Democratic 
clans.

It be- 
gan with the early New Deal in

No one with that background 
could escape a fairly wide ac- 
quaintance with politicians.

For example, a Democratic 
cliche is that the national chair- 
man must be a Catholic from 
one of the big cities vital to the 
party’s success. It is argued by 
the city bosses that this is only 
fair because a Catholic cannot 
aspire to the presidency or vice 
mpresidency and the chairmanship 
is the next biggest recognition 
within the party’s power to be- 
stow. This argument has been 
presented to Gov. Stevenson. 
Perhaps more could be learned 
of its validity in 1952 by talking 
to Catholics than to the city 
bosses. It is still a tradition to 
be considered.

Austria was therefore not 
regarded as an enemy power, and 
there was no need for a treaty 
of peace to restore the free and 
independent republic, 

2. It is a general principle of 
international law that there is no 
recognition of situations arising 
from breaches of international 
law. The Austrian government 
contends that the continued four- 


power occupation constitutes such 
a breach. 
3. The rights of full authority

Direct costs of the occupation 
from 1945 to 1951 are put at 
$530,000,000.

_ What makes a political machine? Who drives 
it? Where does it go? The record of the Callanan 
organization provides most of the answers. 

The driver's are Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan 
and his brother Lawrence, tough boss of the 
steamfitters’ union, together with Morris Shenk- 
er, criminal lawyer, and State Senator Edward 
J. (Jellyroll) Hogan, their legislative outrider. 

The beginnings of this organization. go back 
before 1948, when John F. Dougherty, reputed 
representative of the Capone mob, was Sheriff. 
Callanan, then Coroner, succeeded him. They 
supported Gov. Smith’s campaign and brother 
Larry whipped his union into line to raise cam- 
paign funds. 

Smith and Callanan won office but the ma- 
chine was left sputtering on few cylinders. It 
did not get control of the party, or of major 
local posts. And eventually an alert public opin- 
ion and Police Board crushed the hopes of gam- 
bling racketeers to get a “green light” here. 

So the machine shifted gears but not direc- 
tion. The routes of its ambition are clear: 


THE POLICE BOARD: St. Louis got its first 
glimpse of the machine’s arrogance when a Po- 
lice. Board member appointed with the support 
of Senator Hogan tried to ram through major 
transfers of high police officers. This was 
blocked after a dramatic television display of 
resistance by other board members. 


THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY: Law. enforce- 
ment depends not only on good police work but 
on vigorous prosecution by the Circuit Attorney. 
For this post the Callanan crowd supports Thom- 
as E. Dowling. He was appointed with Hogan’s 
support and despite a record inferior to that of 
Edward L. Dowd, then acting Circuit Attorney. 
Dowd, a forceful enemy of hoodlumism, resigned 
to run against Dowling. 


THE LOCAL PARTY: A strong party ma- 
chine must have it8 wheels on the ground in its 
home wards. No less important than other con- 
tests are those involving ward committeemen. 
So the Callanan group is trying to oust City 
Treasurer John J. Dwyer, chairman of the city 
committee, as committeeman in the Fourth Ward; 
State Senator Michael Kinney as committeeman 
in the Sixth Ward; Charles M. Reardon in the 
Eighteenth, and others. 


THE SHERIFF: The same desire for party 
control explains the fight for the Sheriff's office. 
This post has limited duties but considerable 
patronage, and Sheriff Callanan wants to hold 
onto it. His opponent is Martin L. Tozer, who 


run over the State Legislature, but it can gain 
vast power there by defeating Senator Michael 
Kinney in the new Fifth district. Kinney has 


been a political opponent of Senator Hogan and 
of the machine, and a veteran asset to St. Louis — 
and the State. He now must overcome not only 


the effects of the gerrymander but the candida- 
cy of a Callanan candidate, John (Doc) Lawler, 
union lieutenant of Larry Callanan and brother- 
in-law of ex-Sheriff Dougherty. — - 


STATE TREASURER: The Treasurer, togeth- 
er with the Governor and.State Auditor (an of- 
fice not involved in this primary), decides in 


which banks state funds will be deposited. This 
is a lucrative business and years ago bankers. 


were expected to reciprocate for the favor with 
campaign help. The Callanan crowd is working 
strenuously to get State Senator Harry Rever- 
comb of Shelbina elected Treasurer, 


THE GOVERNOR: Not satisfied with its other 
ambitions, the Callanan machine is grinding on 
toward the highest office in the State. It is sup- 
porting Congressman Phil J. Welch of St. Jo- 
seph against former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 
Whatever influence the machine may hope for 
in the Governor’s Mansion, it knows it will have 
absolutely none if Donnelly is elected. 

This, then, is the blueprint of the Callanan 
drive for power—in the Democratic party, in 
St. Louis and in Missouri. It explains the stress 
put by newspapers on the purely Democratic side 
of the Aug. 5 primary. For nothing quite like 
these machine ambitions has occurred since 
Boss Tom Pendergast ruled roughly and wrongly 
a decade ago. 

For those St. Louisans who ask for Demo- 
cratic ballots Tuesday, the anti-machine slate is 
clearly written. It is: 

Donnelly for Governor.

Political Pepper in the Nutmeg State 


Connecticut, with 5009 square miles ranks 
forty-sixth among the states in area, with only 
Delaware and Rhode Island of smaller size. But 
diminutive though it may be, Connecticut will 
be one of the biggest of battlegrounds in the 
entire Union three months from now. It will elect 
two United States Senators and there is a possi- 
bility that the outcome may determine which 
party will control the upper branch of Congress. 

Two years ago Connecticut elected a Republi- 
can Governor and: two Democratic Senators in 
hard-fought contests. The late Senator Brien 
McMahon was elected to a six-year term by a 
margin of 52,000 in a total vote of 864,000. But 
William Benton, who had been appointed by 
Democratic Gov. Chester Bowles to fill the va- 
cancy created by the resignation of Republican 
Raymond E. Baldwin (to take a state judgeship), 
came through with hardly a whisker’s width to 
spare. In the same total vote, Senator Benton’s 
margin was only 352! 

This year Senator Benton is standing for a 
six-year term after serving out the two years 
that remained in the Baldwin term. The death 
this week of Senator McMahon projects the sec- 
ond seat into the November election. Since in 
1950 Connecticut elected G.O.P. Gov. John Davis 
Lodge over Chester Bowles by 18,600 votes, a 
Republican doubtless will be appointed between 
now and the election to the McMahon seat. This 
will give the Republicans the advantage of seek- 
ing to retain a seat they hold. 

Senator McMahon’s death reduces the Demo- 
cratic strength in the Senate from 50 to 49 as 
against 46 for the Republicans. When a Re- 
publican is appointed the split will be 49 to 47. 
This emphasizes the closeness of the party divi- 
sion. It is certain also to increase the intensity 
of the fall campaign for majority control and 
the election of chairmen of the Senate commit- 
tees with their, influence over legislation and 
patronage. 

Keep an eye on Connecticut. Whether or not 
the nation goes the way the Nutmeg state goes, 
the Senate may very well do just that. Its two 
Senate seats could account for a spread of four 
votes in the battle for Senate control. 
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Brave Words for a New Board 


A new Wage Stabilization Board is in business 
and its 40-year-old chairman, Archibald Cox, 
gives it a brave send-off: “We will make this 
board work.” 

The principal handicap to making it work, as 
Mr. Cox well knows, is the congressional limita- 
tion on the new board’s powers, The board will 
be able only to lay down broad general rules for 
wage stabilization, It will not be empowered to 
make recommendations for settling labor dis- 
putes unless both sides ask it to do so, 

- Thus it cannot play such a role as its prede- 
cessor board did in the steel dispute, and this 
means that the big, precedent-setting decisions 
on wage stabilization may be made by somebody 
else, As we said at the time, the old wage board 
went too far, and broke its own previous rules, 


in the steel case. That was hardly adequate rea- 
son for Congress in a fit of petulance to strip it 
of the disputes power. The new board, however, 
like the weakened price controls agency, has no 
alternative but to do the best it can. Stabiliza- 
tion is still needed on both wage and price fronts. 
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Good Work, Mr. Mayor! 


Mayor Darst has performed one of the best of 
his official acts in his three-and-a-half at 
City Hall by his new appointments ‘to the Board 
of Children’s Guardians. \ 

Three four-year seats on the 12-member board 
expired and to the vacancies Mr. Darst has 
named three citizens all of whom have demon- 
strated their interest in the important work with 
children and youths which the board does. 

Here are the Mayor’s.appointees: 


Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, former president 
of the Missouri Association for Social Wel- 
fare; chairman of the public welfare depart- 
ment of the National League of Women 
Voters; widow of the late president of the 
Board of Curators of the University of 
Missouri. 

William F. James, automobile dealer, ac- 
tive for years in~combating delinquency 
among juveniles; leader in the establishment 
of the Missouri Boys Town at St. James; 
collaborator with the juvenile division of the 
St. Louis Police Department. 


Albert G. Phaneuf, insurance man, former 
director of the family and children’s division 
of the St. Louis Planning Council; active 
worker in Catholic charities, with emphasis 
on welfare work among young people. 

Mrs. Anderson and Messrs, James and Pha- 
neuf, together with the sitting nine members of 
this board, are called on to do as important a 
piece of work as any official body in St. Louis 
does. They supervise the city’s correctional insti- 
tutions for juvenile delinquents. They also over- 
see the placing of children in foster homes. This 
second responsibility is, in some ways, the more 
weighty of the two. 

The Board of Children’s Guardians came into 
the public eye last winter with the trouble over 
the superintendent at Bellefontaine Farms. One 
gain out of that unfortunate controversy was 
the reminder to the community that this board 
and its institutions are vital parts of the munici- 
pal life of St. Louis every day of the year. 


To the three new members evéry citizen, so we — 


believe, will join in wishing constructive and 
beneficial service for the city’s boy and girls. 
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Iran, Test for Diplomats 

The United States probably will be the scape- 
goat of Iranian politicians for some time to come. 
Fortunately, this is part of a general outbreak 
of anti-foreign feeling which is directed against 
Russia, too. 

The motivations of Mossadegh and his rabble- 
rousers aré mixed. They range all the way from 
a desire to keep Iran neutral in a clash between 
the Soviet Union and this country to pique over 
the fact that we have extended considerably 
more aid to Greece and Turkey than to Iran.. 

Last year Greece.got $179,000,000, Turkey got 
$70,000,000, and Iran only $23,800,000, mostly 
under the Point Four program. Mossadegh’s ap- 
plication for a direct loan of $120,000,000 was 
turned down last March because the country 
was not utilizing its own oil resources; and the 
Export-Import Bank turned down an application 
for a $25,000,000 loan because Iran was unpre- 
pared to state the purpose for which the money 
was to be used. Military aid also was discon- 
tinued for several months because Iran withheld 
assurances as to the use of this money, too. But 
what was regarded in Washington as a matter of 
businesslike prudence has been twisted by the 
Iranian nationalists into proof of prejudice 
against their country. 

It is pretty hard to argue with such impas- 
sioned people. And it is impossible to give in to 
them. But Washington cannot just wash its 
hands of Teheran either. The Russians are too 
close for comfort—even if Mossadegh does want 


to keep them out. The trouble is that he is cre 


ating conditions which may make it easier fc~ 
the Communists to move in. That we must pre- 
vent, if we possibly can. And so we must con- 
tinue to strive for some kind of agreement.

Last month a St. Louis shoemaker and 
his family of six moved into a bright new 
four-bedroom, $46-a-month unit in the 
Cochran apartments. Since then a steady 
stream of refugees from the city’s slums 
have been pouring into the low-cost public 
housing project, which will eventually 
shelter 704 families. 

It’s the first massive postwar step in 
St. Louis’ attack,on a slum problem that 
is older and worse than most cities are 
facing, yet it is typical of the enormous 
difficulties that all gities face in eradicat- 
ing their blighted 
areas. 

Most of the Coch- 
ran dwellers. will 
come from buildings 
being torn down in 
other slum clear- 
ance projects. For

It really needs to 
be. A survey based on 1950 census figures 
shows that 39 per cent of all St. Louis 
dwellings are substandard—the highest 
rate among the nation’s 12 biggest cities, 
Among the 280,000 substandard dwellings, 
about 33,000 depend on outside privies, 
another 25,000 on communal toilets. 


Began With the Civil War 


Take another look at that figure of 280.- 
000 substandard dwellings. Compare it 
with what has been done to heal the ill. 


Prewar and postwar, when the Cochran 
Apartments are completed the city will 
have provided 2019 public housing units. 
Add on to that everything that is started, 
or is on the drawing board, or is one jump 
beyond the hope stage, and you get 8085 
units for 280,000 families that in some 
degree or other need better shelter. 

St. Louis’ slum problem is not just bad, 
it’s also very old. It’s an old city, by 
Midwest standards—founded in 1774. The 
troubles began during the Civil War, when 
there was a huge influx of Negroes. 


Even in those days, the city had much 
its present shape, only smaller. With the 
Civil War influx, the well-to-do families 
began moving outward. Negroes and some 
poor whites filled the vacuum. 


This process continued steadily through 
the years, stepping up tremendously dur- 
ing both world wars when new industrial 
jobs brought in thousands of workers. 


By the end of the war the St. Louis 
pattern was pretty well fixed. The well- 
to-do kept moving farther and farther out 
—frequently clear beyond the city limits 
into the suburbs. Into the homes that they 
vacated moved people of the next lower 
financial category. At each level, houses 
were allowed to deteriorate, : 

The process extended clear down to the 
crumbling tenements that ringed the cen- 
tral area. Here the poorer newcomers 
found something that passed for shelter. 


1907 Attack on Slums 


Not all St. Louisans were blind to the 
slums. In 1907 a citizen’s group offered 
a development plan designed to check 
the slums, But no one paid any mind. 

Finally, in 1918, the city adopted a zon- 
ing plan—only to have it declared uncon- 
stitutional five years later, A second plan, 


adopted in 1926, was badly watered down. . 


In 1923, the city passed an $87,000,000 
bond issue for public works. Slum clear- 
ance got $8,600,000 of this, and dilapidated 
buildings were cleared from two areas 
cloge to the central district. No low-cost 
housing replaced what was torn down. 

St. Louisans of the 1930s were worried 
more about the commercial than the res- 
dential slums. As the modern commercial 
center slid back from the river it left 


blocks of hopelessly run down buildings. In 
1935, the city bought this strip. 


The whole strip was leveled, and there 
were grandiose plans to fill the 41-block 
area with a colossal monument. Nothing 
has come of these decorative dreams, and 
the area currently contains a huge and 
very useful parking space, a few trees, and 
a handful of historic buildings. 


In 1939, a federal housing official 
dropped in on a routine mission of. view- 
ing-with-horror and telling the city that 
federal money was available for public 
housing. A year later the city got going, 
and two projects were completed just be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. 

By 1949, the city was ready to buckle 
down again to the housing problem. 
Spurred on by a new and housing-minded 
Mayor, Joseph M. Darst, the attack took 
three forms: 

1. Public housing, with all possible fed- 
eral aid. 

2. Urban redevelopment, with local capi- 
tal and federal help. 

3. City ordinances, aimed at zoning and 
minimum housing standards. 


Congress’ Hesitant Hand 


In the public housing drive, the Cochran 
Apartments will be ready for full occu- 
pancy by the end of the year. 


Last May, a second and larger project 
was started. It will provide 1736 apart- 
ments and is named for Capt. Oliver Wen- 
dell Pruitt, a Negro fighter pilot killed 


during the war. 

The St. Louis Housing Authority is 
working on other projects. Two-thirds of 
the parcels of land have already been 
bought for a site next to the Pruitt apart- 
ments. It will have 1114 units, for whites, 
Not quite so far along are plans for anoth- 
ed 1668-unit project for Negroes.: And 
another 1548-unit project for whites is still 
pretty nebulous. All but the Pruitt apart- 
ments are up cgainst the difficulty that 
Congress is dealing out public housing 
funds with a very hesitant hand. 


Urban development has been pressed 
vigorously, but has run into startling snags. 
Take the case of the 68 businesses and in- 
dividuals who pledged $2,000,000 to the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. The group’s 
pet project is to redevelop a nine-block 
area lying between two already-cleared 
parks on Market street. 

U.R.C. wants to put up apartment build- 
ings, mostly with small units designed to 
rent at $75 to $90 a month. It figures that 
people with children want to live farther 
out; these apartments would be for very 
small middle-class families. The project is 
free enterprise, though Government aid 
would mean an 8 per cent profit ceiling. 


U.R.C.’s $30,000,000 Jeb 


The difficult.cs are tremendous. To 
start with, the land would have to be pur- 
chased or condemned by the city’s Land 
Clearance Authority. The Authority, once 
it got and cleared the land, would sell it 
to U.R.C. Here is one place where federal 
help comes in: The price could be less than 
the cost to the Authority. Washington 
would pay two-thirds of the difference, the 
city one-third. 

Government help would also appear in 
tax abatement. No taxes would be levied 
on improvements for 10 years, and only 
50 per cent taxes for the next 15 years. 
U.R.C. thinks it could complete the more 
than $30,000,000 job with its own money 
plus government-guaranteed loans. 


Alt sorts of unexpected obstacles cropped 
up. The opposition finally simmered down. 
As of now, final plans for the project are 
being prepared. 

On -the legislative front, the city has 
adopted a new and somewhat stronger 
zoning ordinance, but this of course affects 
future building only. A minimum housing 
standards act has also been passed. Wheth- 
er this is enforceable is another matter.

Between Book Ends 


The Shadowy W orld of Spies 


THE ATOM SPIES, by Oliver Pilat. (G6. P. Putnam's 

Sons, 312 pgs., $3.50.) 

How did an ill-assorted band of color- 
less and rather pathetic characters man- 
age to steal what was supposed to be the 
world's most important and best-kept 
secret? Why did these Western-educated 
men believe they were crusading for the 
benefit of all mankind when they dumped 
America’s atom secrets into the laps of 
the Russians? And why, above all,. did 
some of their grotesquely melodramatic 
and amateurish operating procedures pay 
off year after year despite the most elabo- 
rate security precautions? 


Full answers to 
these questions 
should make one of 
the most sinister and 
readable cloak -and- 
dagger yarns ever 
put together, but it 
is beginning to look 
as if some still un- 
born historian will 
have to do the job. 
Various writers—in- 
cluding even that 
noted journalist, J. 
Edgar Hoover—have 

- tried their hand at 
Oliver Pilat it and failed. Spies 
who ‘should be interviewed are safe and 
silent, in penitentiaries, behind the Iron 
Curtain. or—who knows?—=still at large. 
Available documents are riddled with 
mysterious omissions, material undoubt- 
edly still too hot to handle. 
What with these handicaps, Oliver Pilat, 
a writer for the New York Post, has per- 
formed a conscientious if occasionally con- 
fusing dredging operation. Weaving in 
and out of his narrative are the Golds, 
Fuchses, Greenglasses, and the subsidiary 
figures in their shadowy world of furtive 
meetings and matching portions of pud- 
ding cartons, and if the story runs into 
a dead end here and there Mr. Pilat prob- 
ably cannot be blamed. One does wish 
that he would make clearer why, for in- 
stance, if one Arthur Alexandrovich Adams 
operated for years in this coyntry as 
Russia’s chief agent, more is not known 
about him or his fate. 


Mr: Pilat is best with characters such: 


as the convicted courier, Harry Gold, on 
whom he .apparently did first-hand re- 
search. We learn how little Harry, as a 
teacher’s aid in school, worked to improve 
the efforts of his classmates because 
“everybody should pass”; how Communist 
party life appalled him so that he never 
acquired a card, and shunned the func 
tions of fellow-Bolshevists whom he con- 
sidered “wacked-up Bohemians”; and how 
friends persuaded him to believe that he 
was obligated to carry technological prog- 
ress to the land of his parents.

He had used 

his political power to defend the 

principle of civil supremacy, and 

he had become the most effective 

exponent in Washington of in- 

formed and responsible resistance 

to the abdication of the civilian 

authorities. 


Korea Becomes Insoluble. 


Abdication is not, I think, too 
strong a word to describe the way 
in which the White House, the 
State Department, the civilian 
secretaries in the Pentagon, and 
indeed the Chiefs of Staff them- 
selves, have lost contro] and di- 
rection of high policy—most par- 
ticularly in the Far East. 

They lost it in Korea, for ex- 
ample, when after the victory of 
the Inchon landing, they agreed 
to cross the thirty-eighth parallel 
and allowed themselves to be 
committed to the military paci- 
fication of the whole of Korea. 


That was a cardinal error, and 
it is a classic example of the ter- 
rible cost of allowing a theater 
commander to make high policy, 
disregarding the wider informa- 
tion and over-riding the better 
judgment of the civilian authori- 
ties. That was the critical mo- 
ment of the Korean affair. For 
it led not only to the disaster at 
the Yalu and to three-quarters of 
our casualties but it made the 
Korean problem insolpble. 

It is insoluble because, on the 
one hand, we are now unable to 
agree to a return to the status 
quo ante, to a partition of Korea 
-—and on the other hand, we are 
unable to accept the risks and the 
cost of an attempt to carry out 
the commitment and to unify 
Korea by military force. 

It is the duty of the civil au- 
thority to foreseé a dilemma of 
this kind and to avoid it. Presi- 
dent Truman and Secretary Ache- 
son were fully warned not. to 
make the error. 

They made it under the pres- 
sure of Gen. MacArthur and his 
political supporters. And then 
under the pressure of another set 
of generals and of our European 
allies, they could not go through 


fundamental condition—that of a 
‘weak administration in the midst 
of, but not effectively in control 
of, enormous forces, immense 
commitments, record-breaking ex- 
penditures. 


Vast Forces Need Control. 


What we need to worry about 
here at home is how we are to 
find an administration that is 
capable of controlling these vast 
and unruly powers of govern- 
ment, 

The real problem of our for- 
eign policy is not in its objec- 
tives. On them there is fairly 
general agreement. Nor is it on 
the great measures—rearmament 
and the maintenance of our alli- 
ances. The real problem of our 
foreign policy is in the control 
and administration of the policy 
and of the measures. What went 
wrong in Korea was not the gen- 
eral policy of resisting aggres- 
sion, but the judgment of the 
men who were responsible for ad- 
ministering the policy of resist- 
ing aggression, 

The country is entitled to a 
serious and thorough discussion 
of the problem of the control of 
its policies. 


Can.Stevenson Rule? 


The country will want to know 
whether Gov. Stevenson can form 
an administration which would 


in fact be able to govern. He 
will need to show the country 
that he can bring about a real 
change, and he can show this 
most convincingly by making it 
plain that the most needed of all 
the changes is to restore the con- 
trol of our great policies by the 
civilian authorities. 

.For Gen. Eisenhower, a full 
discussion of this problem is ob- 
viously a must. This is the subject 
on which he is known to have in- 
formed, matured convictions. It 
is the subject on which—as a 
general who is running for Presi- 
dent—he could not be silent or 
superficial even if, which I do not 
believe, he wished to be. 

It would be difficult to exagger- 
ate the importance of his speeches 
on this subject. He must show 
that his supporters were not mis- 
taken when they argued that his 
character and his experience as a 
supreme commander had not only 
given him deep convictions but 
had made him efficient for deal- 
ing with the relation between 
civil-authority and military power. 
Now he must show the country 
that the judgment of his friends 
was right, and that his election 
would restore the civil supremacy 


which has become so dilapidated..

Nuclear sciences stand today 
where chemical sciences stood 50 
years ago, but their potential con- 
tributions to mankind are many 
times greater, Prof. George 
Brown, dean of the University of 
Michigan School of Engineering, 
told a group of Michigan alumni 
here yesterday. 

Speaking about the university’s 
Phoenix memorial project, a nu- 
clear research program aimed at 
utilizing atomic energy for peace- 
time purposes, Dean Brown re- 
ported that all but $500,000 of 
the $6,500,000 goal for the proj- 
ect has been raised... 

Private corporations have con- 
tributed $3,000,000, he said, indi- 
cating the intense interest of in- 
dustry in atomic development. 
Among nuclear research under 
way at Michigan, Dean Brown 
cited the study of gamma rays in 
sterilizing foods and antibiotics, 
such as penicillin, after they have 
been packaged.

RED-AREA LUTHERAN 
BISHOPS QUIT MEETING 


They Stalk Out When Ac- 
cused of ‘Carrying Political 
Doctrines’ Into Assembly. 


HANNOVER, Germany, Aug. 1 
(AP — Two Lutheran _ bishops 
from Communist Hungary walked 
out of a press conference yester- 
day when an American church 
leader: accused-them of “carrying 
political doctrines” into the Lu- 
theran World Federation Assem- 


bly. 

Franklin Clark Fry, president 
of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, was protesting against 
remarks made to the assembly 
Wednesday by Hungarian Bishop 
Lajos Vetoe. Bishop Vetoe had 
said that his church supports the 
“great deeds” of the Communist 
Government and has “successfully 
tackled problems which will soon- 
er or later face all churches on 
the earth, particularly when the 
old, obsolete forms of social or- 
ganizations are superseded by the 
society of the future.” 

Fry had expressed the hope 
after Bishop Vetoe’s speech that 
“nolitical questions on which we 
sharply disagree may be omitted 
from this assembly.” Hungarian 
Bishop Laszlo Dezsery thereupon 
expressed “gratitude” for Fry's 


agreement with Bishop Vetoe. 

Yesterday Fry told newspaper 
men he was “forced” by Bishop 
Dezsery’s remarks to reply. Fry 
said: : 

“Silence could be taken as 
though I agree with the interpre- 
tation of my words. Even worse, 
it could be taken as though I 
approved the general views of 
the Hungarian delegation. This 
is not the case. ... 

“T vigorously reject the politi- 
cal doctrines carried into this 
assembly by the Hungarian dele- 
gation. This (Vetoe’s) report is 
filled with political assertions and 
suppositions which I do not share 
at all and which should not be 
voiced in this assembly.” 

Before the press conference 
ended, Bishops Vetoe and Dezsery 
stalked out, followed by the other 
four Hungarian delegates. 

Earlier the assembly discussed 
setting up a unified “Lutheran 
World Service” to co-ordinate re- 
lief and missionary work. Dr. 
Paul C. Empie, executive director 
of the National Lutheran Council 
of America, said member churches 
of the world federation had do- 
nated $40,000,000 in material aid 
to distressed areas and about $32,- 
000,000 for reconstruction of dam- 
aged churches, mostly in western 
Europe. 

Dr. Stewart Winfield Herman 
of New York, director of the Lu- 
theran World Federation Service 
to Refugees, appealed: for greater 
sacrifice and contributions from 
churches outside the United States 
to the church’s refugee aid pro- 
gram. He said the program thus 
far had been financed almost ex- 
clusively by the American com- 
mittee of the world federation.

The executive committee of the 
Adult Education Council of Great- 
er St. Louis has gone on record 
in favor of increasing the tax for 
the St. Louis Public Library by 
popular vote at the general elec- 
tion in November, it was an- 
nounced today by Jacob M. Lash- 
ly, campaign chairfman of the 
“fair income” campaign for the 
library. 

The council is asking that the 
tax be increased from 6 to 10 
cents per $100 assessed valuation.

That is 
matched by the longest continued 
Republican rule, which was from 
1861 to 1885, when Grover Cleve- 
land was elected the first time. 
After Grover Cleveland’s second 
term there was unbroken Repub- 
lican control for 16 years, from 
1897 to 1913.

TORONTO, Aug. 1 (UP)—Rus- 


sia withdrew its support today | 
from a resolution adopted by | 


the Eighteenth International Red 
Cross conference asking all coun- 
tries to adhere “without reserva- 
tion” to a Geneva convention out- 
lawing germ warfare. 


The Soviet move came two days 
after the conference adopted the 
resolution originally proposed by 
Poland, but amended on the con- 
ference floor. 


tl called on all Red Cross 
societies and government dele- 
gates at the conference to urge 
their governments to ratify the 
Geneva convention. Russia and 
Communist China had accepted 
the convention, but with the 
reservation that they will feel 
free to use germ warfare if it is 
used against them. 

Russian delegate Gen. Nikolai 
Slavin complained at today’s ses- 
sion that the amendment adding 
the words “without reservation” 
to the Polish resolution had gone 
through before Russia and other 
Red satellite delegates had a 
chance to study it. 

Slavin said the addition of the 
words “without reservation” acted 
as an instruction to governments 
On a poKtical matter, which 
should not be dealt with by the 
Red Cross conference. 

Madame Li Teh Chuan of Com- 
munist China supported a Russian 
demand for immediate action by 
all countries on a convention to 
outlaw atomic weapons. She said 
the use of “napalm” jellied gaso- 
line and bacteriological warfare 
was “but an overture” to a war 
in which the “still more formid- 
able” atomic bomb would be em- 
ployed. 

India yesterday told the con- 
ference that an impartial body 
should investigate Russian charges 
that United Nations forces have 
been waging germ warfare in Ko- 
rea. 

The Indian delegate is Shri R. 
R. Saksena, New Delhi’s high 
commissioner to Canada. He said 
he was confused by conference 
meetings so far consisting mainly 
of Communist charges_and hast- 
ily passed votes ignoring them. 

Paul J. Ruegger of Geneva, 
Switzerland, president of the in- 
ternational committee of the Red 
Cross, told. the conference that 
attacks he had heard upon the 
Red Cross had “strained the pa- 
tience of delegates to the utmost.” 
He added that the “Red Cross 
movement can have nothing in 
common with political movements 
which use the sacred name of 
peace for other purposes.” 

Ruegger appealed directly 
Russia to join the organization's 
humanitarian work by giving an 
account of “hundreds of thou- 
sands” of World War II prisoners 
who have disappeared behind the 
Iron Curtain without a trace.

He called for strength- 
ened might for the defense of the 
Chinese homeland, but only men- 
tioned the Korean war.

Practically all of Fin- 
land’s 4,000,000 citizens have 
worked to make sure that no- 
body will forget the fifteenth 
Olympics quickly. 
Picture a city about like 
Syracuse, in a country with 
Wisconsin's population, turning 
out to entertain the whole 
world. Maybe Syracuse could 
manage it. Maybe, with 16 
years of preparation inter- 
rupted by two wars, with the 
people staggering under a bur- 
den of $300,000,000 in war 
reparations, Wisconsin could 
bring it off. It is difficult to 
believe, however, that any other 
city and state of comparable 
size could handle the job as 
magnificently as Helsinki and 
Finland. 


“It isn’t just the work done 
in official quarters,” said a 
tourist from San Francisco, 
“It’s the spirit of co-operation 
you meet everywhere, from the 
cops on the corner, from strang- 
ers who stop to ask if they can 
help you out, from the conduc- 
tor on the trolley car trying to 
make sure you reach your right 
destination. I know that when 
I get home I'll rave so about 
these people my friends will 
think I’ve gone screwy.” 


Couldn’t Get the Idea. 
4¢ WAS talking to my ‘host 
| about the reparations to 
Russia,” the tourist said. 
“T said ‘you’re making the final 
payment Sept. I9, but suppose 
you couldn’t pay. Suppose it 
hadn’t been humanly possible 
to get the money or goods or 


services and you had to default. 
What then?” 


“My host speaks good English 
but he couldn’t understand that 
question.

Some visitors will remember 
the hordes of Matti Jarvinen 
youth working, not for pay, but 
for the honor of their country.

When the United States 
spread-eagled the track and 
field competition in London in 
1948 the Americans were pic- 
tured as sirloin-primed bullies 
picking on opponents who'd 
been starved white by war. One 
recalls a little cockney spring- 
ing eight feet into the air when, 
after an American disqualifica- 
tion which was subsequently re- 
versed, Great Britain was 
awarded a temporary victory in 
the 400 meter relay. 


“We did that on cold mut- 
ton!” a little limey cried. 


No Hungry Athletes. 


HIS year no country sent a 
T hungry crew here, Against 
the mightiest fields ever 
drawn, the American males set 
a new modern record with 14 
first places in 24 events. There 
are two. possible explanations 
for the umexampled destruction 
wrought in the record books. 
One school credits: what the 
Germans call “rekordsvetter” 
cool days and quiet, refreshing 
nights. A more reasonable ex- 
planation lies in the fact that 
this was the first time in 16 
years that normal progress had 
a chance to manifest itself. Over 
the years, there is constant im- 
provement in the quality of al- 
most all athletic performances 
but the London games came too 
soon after the war for many 
nations. These games here, 
therefore, showed the results 
of a 16-year period of progress. 
Much will be remembered 
which got little attention in 
the newspapers because too 
many things were happening. 
For example, a Swede named 
Lasse Hall became the first 
non-military winner of the 
modern pentathlon, in which 
competitors (theoretically army 
couriers) ride, shoot, fence, 
swim and run across country. 
Hall is a dock cop and car- 
penter in Gothenburg. Just be- 
fore the riding competition 
opened it was discovered that 
he’d drawn a lame, horse. In 
a hasty substitution, he was 
given the best horse in Fin- 
land and all he had to do was 
hang on to win that race. On 
the day for pistol shooting, he 
oversiept and then the car 
‘rushing him to the scene 
broke down. He was late and 
would have been disqualified, 
if a Russian protest about 
something or other hadn’t de- 
layed things until his arrival. 
A headline in a Swedish 
newspaper read: “Angels Watch 
Over .Lasse.” 
Longest of all, perhaps, one 
- will remember English Tony 
Cox's superbly British explana- 
tion of why he finished last in 
' the single sculls final: “The 
start was frightful. Missed my 
first stroke and nearly fell in 
the water. That upset me 
rather, and I took it quietly 
for a bit. When I looked 
around I was 20 lengths down. 
Wasn’t a ruddy thing I could

HELSINKI, Aug. 1 (AP)—The 
three day Olympic track cycling 
competitions ended in the Hel- 
sinki velodrome last night with 
Italy and Australia taking the 
lion's share of the gold medals. 

From the four track events— 
4000 meter team pursuit race, 
1000 meter scratch race, 1000 me- 
ter time trial, 2000 meter tandem 
race—both Italy and Australia 
won two gold medals each.

on Research. That, briefly, is that any research 
man who can’t prove what he wants to prove 
ain’t trying. It is to everyone’s best interest—well 
anyhow to the best interest of the advertiser and 
the sponsor and who else matters?—that the guy 
at home stay glued to his set as much as possible. 


Therefore, no research man in the hire of the 
TV interests is going to prove that interest in TV 
wanes. If you want that kind of conclusion you'll 
have to get a research man in the hire of the mo- 
tion picture industry and he will prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that all right-thinking (and con- 
ceivably even the wrong-thinking) set owners are 
turning the darned thing off and spending their 
evenings at the movies. What’s more, this second 
research man can reach this exactly opposite con- 
flusion working the same side of the street in 
New Brunswick as the first guy.

THE FUNDAMENTAL AIM of research, as I see 
it, is to confirm the hopes and banish the 
fears of those who are paying the bills. Rarely 
do you find any survey which doesn’t accomplish 
one or both of these objectives—unless, of course, 
the facts simply won’t jibe with prejudices, One 
conclusion of the Videotown survey might be con- 
sidered an unpopular one. The researchers found 
that the replacement market wouldn’t amount to 
much for several years. People were happy enough 
with their present sets and practically no oné 
wants to own two television sets, both findings 
being fairly unpalatable to the set manufacturer. 


Otherwise, the Videotown survey is fairly com- 
forting to all serts of people.

} THEATERS, Jennifer Jones is & simple, untamed half-gypsy 
™ creature of the Shropshire moors, full of superstition and 
living with a crabbed old father, and assorted animals headed 
by a tame fox which is her only love. This 
unkempt wildflower seems to light lust in 
many a man’s eye, especially that of the arro- 
gant, stormy squire (David Farrar.) But be- 
cause she is afraid the Black Huntsman, a 
local ghost, will get her, she swears to marry 
the first man she meets, who turns out to 
: be a minister (Cyril Cusack), The parson tells 
her after their wedding that he'll treat her like a sister, and 
does. It isn’t long before she traipses off to the squire’s for a 
Jong spell of more exciting sin. When she’s heavy with child, 
the squire is ready to throw her out, but the parson nobly 
takes her} back. His outraged mother and servants pack off 
and the church elders are about to fire him because he won't 
drive his erring wife out into the night. But Jennifer solves 
everything by falling into a deep, deep, mine-shaft while sav- 
ing her little Foxy from the hunting hounds. 


Now a lot of this, recited thus baldly, sounds like “East 
Lynne,” but it has been so well written and directed by 
Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger, the English team 
which specializes in fine pictures, that it magnetizes your in- 
terest all the way. They have drenched it in atmosphere of 
wild mysticism, with some tremendously beautiful Technicolor 
shots of the moors, hills, tarns and meadows, taken in Shrop- 
shire near the Welsh border. (They did the indoor scenes and 
closeups on Hollywood sound-stages.) 


Jennifer makes her improbable heroine seem quite real, 
investing her with a tumultuous, breathless charm and a fey 
aura that fits in nicely with the mood of Celtic myth. However, 
I couldn’t succumb to any feeling of tragedy in the ending. 
The thing seemed too dramatically ordained from the start, 
with the uncovered mine-shaft ominously introduced near the 
beginning. And everybody knows how relentless the Motion 
Picture Code is in applying the wages of sin to cinematic 
evildoers. 


Like Father 


Although it is inclined to set Will Rogers up on a pedestal 
and take the political impact of his humor much more seriously 
than it deserved, or probably Rogers himself did, “THE 
STORY OF WILL ROGERS” at the FOX is an interesting, 

colorful piece of Americana. 

Will Jr., whose only acting experience had 
been forensic efforts as a Congressman, plays 
his dad with surprising competence. Not only 
is the resemblance startling, but he has cap- 
tured his. father’s mannerisms, from the 
squint, the engaging grin and the head- 
scratching, to the utterly likable quality 

and innate kindness with which Rogers took the sting out of 
his shrewd quips, Certainly the Rogers career, from cow- 
puncher to rodeo roper, to vaudevillian, Ziegfeld Follies come- 
dian, high-salaried movie star, newspaper columnist, and the 
nation’s leading cracker-barrel philosopher, down to his death 
with Wiley Post in an airplane crash in Alaska, was a colorful 
one and good movie material. 


There is a little too determined striving in thé last half 
for the dramatic gimmick, the big theme to tie the story 
together; so the idea that Rogers’s father regarded hfm as a 
ne’er-do-well even after he became a famous star, and goaded 
him into a crusade for better aviation defenses and en- 
lightening the country through his column doesn’t ring true: 

Jane Wyman plays Will’s. wife. James Gleasog is a theatri- 
cal agent and Eddie Cantor plays himself, 

The second feature, “THE HALF-BREED,” is a composite 
of some of the favorite Western plot cliches. There is lean 
and deadly gambler who fights for the right, the beautiful 
dance-hall girl with the heart of gold, the thieving Indian 
agent, and the noble Apache chief, this time a half-breed who 
wants to bring his tribe and the white man together in peace 
but who has a hard time restraining his fiery braves. It has 
been turned out by those concerned as if conscious it had all 
been done before, and better. Robert Young, Janis Carter and 
Jack Buetel are in it. 


Sic Transit Gloria 


In “THREE FOR BEDROOM C” at the MISSOURI, Gloria 
Swanson flutters her eyelashes, coyly hurls her charms at a 
handsome but phlegmatic professor, and tries hard for the 
polish of the smart comedienne. She plays a temperamental, 
aging movie star on the outs with her studio, 
speeding cross-country on the Super Chief, 
and being importuned and cajoled by her 
rascally agent to come back. There are a 
few humorous antics by a couple of Holly- 
wood characters played by Fred Clarke and 
Hans Conreid, and a burlesque of Marlon 
Brando by Steve Brodie which starts well 
but fades fast. Otherwise, it’s dull. Miss Swanson is irritating, 
the plot is slow, and her new leading man, James Warren, is 
wooden. I imagine Gloria liked this script because of its re- 
semblance in some facets to “Twentieth Century,” in which 
she won some acclaim in a recent New York revival (if this 
is an example of her acting in that, I wonder why). However, 
this train journey, dramatically, seems interminable. All in all, 
it’s just a good ad for the Santa Fe. 

. he co-feature, “I DREAM OF JEANIE,” is a musical 
employing the songs of Stephen C. Foster, with a fictitious 


story about Foster being in love first with one sister, then 


another, in Cincinnati. I’m afraid most of the fragile charm, 
the folk sadness and the folk gayety of Foster’s songs has 
escaped the makers, though Ray Middleton’s booming voice 
gives a lusty rendition to some—he plays the minstrel king, 
Christy—and Bill Shirley as Foster has an appealing tenor. 
But there is too much of tossing off the songs in bunches in 
a parlor musical and in a minstrel show as if quantity were 
the aim. No effort is made, except for “Beautiful Dreamer,” 
to fit them into the context of the story. The script is vapid 
and sugary, the direction has left some awkward moments, 
and the Trucolor often has a peculiar washed-out effect.

“T was not so pleased, however, 
when (after I had raised to game 
at no-trump) the opening ieader 
sent the queen of hearts through 
my king and grabbed off five 
tricks in hearts before my part- 
ner could even get in. 

“If I had started with a no- 
trump, I would have made at least 
three-odd, since my left-hand op- 
ponent had a natural spade open- 
ing ang since, in any case, I could 
have protected myself by finess- 
ing in diamonds against the dan- 
ger hand 

“How aoout this matter of shad- 
ing an opening no-trump so as to 
protect yourself from the opening 
lead?” 

First, let me say that when 
players reach the stage where 
they can clearly perceive such 
strategical considerations as 
“placing the contract” with an 
eye to the opening lead, they 
should no longer feel rigidly 


bound by so-called requirements. 
In this very case, for example, 
the opener, it is true, had only 15 
high-card points, but he also had 
some good intermediate cards, 
and he had an easily-established 
five-card minor suit. Thus, an 
opening one no-trump would have 
represented a shading so slight as 
to be quite inconsequential. 

Next, however, let me say that 
there was no compulsion on the 
responder to bid two no-trump 


over the actual one diamond. Re- .

THESE ARE NOT, as you may have thought, just the 
random statements of a number of different people. They 
are all selected from a great many others like them made 
to us by one 13-year-old girl in the course of an hour’s inter- 
view.

they tell us much more than that. | 

They illustrate concretely the fact that the adolescent, 
at least in the early years of adolescence, wants to be like 
other people. He doesn’t want to be different. (At a later 
age he may not only dare to be different but may glory in 
his uniqueness.) 

‘But not, say, in the years from 12 to 15. During this 
period most boys and girls want the security of believing 
that they are just like everybody else.

paign for the things we believe 
in but parents didn’t want their 
children to work for these same 
things. I decided then that if I 


ever had a chance, I’d go into 


public life.” 

His considerations, however, 
had one serious drawback. The 
politicians had never heard of 
Stevenson. : 

Possibly the most astute Dem- 
ocratic politician on the Chicago 
scene was the chairman of the 
Cook County Committee, a small 
shrewd man named Jacob M. 
Arvey. Arvey, the son of immi- 
grants, had grown up in the Loop 
district, worked as an errand boy, 
studied for his law degree in 
night school, rounded up votes 
for district leaders, and been 
tg to the City Council in 

Arvey discovered Stevenson at 
a luncheon given by Senate Sec- 
retary Leslie Biffle late in July 
of 1947 and attended by Illinois’ 
Senator Scott Lucas. In addi- 
tion to Biffle, Lucas and Arvey, 
Senator Tom Connally, Secretary 
of State Byrnes and one or two 
others of comparable national 
stature were present at the table. 
When Byrnes heard talk about 
some sort of Illinois appointment 
out of the corner of his ear, he 
dropped what he was saying and 
turned to Arvey: 

“Don’t you people in Mlinois 
know you've got a gold nugget 
out there?” he inquired. 

“Who do you mean?” 
Arvey. 

“I mean Adlai Stevenson!” said 
Byrnes.

First, he telephoned his 
friend Judge Harry M. Fisher who 
was,. it turned out, a Stevenson 
admirer.*In due course a luncheon 
was arranged by Fisher at which 
Arvey and Stevenson met for the 
first time. Arvey casually asked 
Stevenson his views on labor, civil 
right, economy and other contro- 
versial state and national issues. 
Stevenson’s replies impressed him. 
* * 


FTER further meetings with 

Stevenson which included a 

weekend at Lake Forest with 
mutual friends, Arvey . became 
entirely sold. Recommendation by 
Arvey was tantamount to a nomi- 
nation. Arvey proposed to run 
Paul Douglas of the University of 
Chicago for the United States 
Senate and Stevenson for Gover- 
nor. 

In putting Stevenson across 
with other party leaders, Arvey 
had certain obvious disadvantages, 
of which the most conspicuous 
was a corollary of the one that he 
himself had recently overcome. 
This was that none of them knew 
Stevenson, and that they all knew 
that few of the voters knew him. 

“Where the hell did you dig 
up this guy Add-lay?” a party 
leader inquired sadly. “Let alone 
not knowing him, the voters can’t 
even pronounce his name, He'll 
get his ears beat back.” 

Stevenson chose an unusual 
campaign procedure, He promised 
nobody anything, including Arvey. 

His campaign was based on the 
issue of corruption, as exempli- 
fied in the regime of the incum- 
bent Dwight Green, who opposed 
him. Corruption in Illinois state 
politics is an old, old stary. 

Halfway through the Illinois 
campaign of 1948, a gambler was 
murdered in Peoria. The St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, an out-of-state pa- 
per with a big circulation in 
southern Illinois, sent a reporter 
to dig into the causes. The re- 
porter found evidences of an alli- 
ance between gamblers and law 
enforcement officers. The Green 
administration rashly tried to dis- 
credit both the expose and the 
reporter. The Post-Dispatch, 
joined by the Chicago Daily News, 
got down to business and dug 
further. 

It developed that numerous of- 
ficials in the Green administra- 
tion had been steadly engaged in

shaking down gamblers, jslot ma- 
chine operators and punchboard 
distributors. Government  pay- 
rolls were loaded with useless 
and in some cases non-existent 
employes. Property was bought 
at wildly inflated prices from 
friends of the’ administration. 
Cheating and kicking pack on 
state contracts was standard prac- 
tice. Scores of newspaper editors 
who might be deemed to know 
about such. matters, and poten- 
tially capable of writing about 
them, were carried on the state 
payrolls for thousands of dollars 
a month. Since this was the sort 
of thing that Stevenson had been 
charging, its appearance in cold 
print from an objective source 
provided his canfpaign with fresh 
momentum. 

When Stevenson defeated 
Green by 572,000 votes, while 
President Truman was nosing 
out Thomas E. Dewey in Illinois 
by a mere 34,000, or more than 
half a million less, it was one 
of the most dramatic reversals 
of the they-laughed-when-lI-sat- 
down-at-the-piano variety _ ever 
recorded in the long history of 
United States politics. However, 
the politicians seemed to feel 
that the joke, somehow or other, 
was still on Stevenson. Imme- 
diately after election, in thank- 
ing a large group of ward lead- 
ers for their efforts during the 
campaign, the Governor-elect 
added that his only regret was

that he would have to leave so 
many loyal friends behind when 
he moved to Springfield. 

“Don’t you worry, Adlai,” 
shouted someone in the crowd, 
“we will all be there.” 

The ward leaders were there, 
to be sure, but it did them very 
little good.

EVER having been in politics 

before, Stevenson was unen- 

cumbered by the political ob- 
ligations normally incurred by any 
politician long before he reaches 
such eminence as a governorship. 
In addition to this, and what 
was even more important, he 
was hardly aware that such 
obligations existed, let alone of 
the importance that attached to 
them among his new. associates. 
He brought to politics only 
honesty of the lay variety, and 
acted as though that were the 
only kind. Politiclans were 
horrified not so muh by his re- 
former’s zeal as by his failure 
to observe their code which they 
put down to his perhaps pardon- 
able ignorance, 

When Stevenson took office in 
1948, he inherited a state in 
which: Three thousand miles of 
highway were in urgent need of 
immediate repair or reconstruc- 
tion; mental hospitals were over- 
crowded, obsolete and wunder- 
staffed; aid to public schools 
were less per capita than in any 
other state in the union; illicit

gambling operated with the pro-

capita rate of state aid to local 
schools was among the lowest in 
the United States. Stevenson im- 
mediately advocated broadening 
the base of the state tax to pro- 
vide the funds for this and some 
other Similar. forms of local aid. 
When the Sales tax bill was de- 
feated, aid to the schools had to 
be cut‘ back 10 per cent but none- 
theless during his term the state’s 
contribution to schools rose by 
$139,000,000. Illinois’ educational 
program is ndw generally regard- 
ed as one of the nation’s best. 

Mental Hospitals. Stevenson ap- 
pointed Fred Hoehler, an inter- 
nationally known expert in rehabi- 
litation, to head the Welfare De- 
partment. Under Hoehler, 85 per 
cent of the attendants were put 
By 1950, Dr. 
Karl Menninger of the famous 
Kansas Clinic, was invited to in- 
spect the hospitals to see what 
improvements had been made and 
what further ones were needed. 
Menninger pronounced the Illi- 
nois mental hospitals among the 
best in the country. 

Personnel. While not altogether 
sold on civil service, Stevenson 
considers it superior to patronage. 
He encouraged civil service in- 


spectors boards to examine ap-° 


pointees-in as many branches of 
the state employment as possible. 
This was an arduous and un- 
spectacular process but the results 
have been notable. Thousands of 
jobs which were previously filled 
by “temporary,” te. political, ap- 
pointees are now filled by cer- 
tified civil service employes. 
Economy. In the course of 
bringing the ‘state budget into 


balance, Stevenson contrived not 
only to increase expenditures on 
roads and schools but also to raise 
legitimate state salaries 10 per 
cent, most of the differences be- 
ing squeezed out of existing reve- 
nues by firing 1300 superfluous 
employes, holding new construc- 
tion to a minimum and paring 
down politically advantageous con- 
tributions from state funds to 
local pressure groups. [Illinois 
currently ranks lower in per 
capita tax collection in relation 
to per capita income than any 
other states except Nebraska and 
New Jersey.

DMINISTRATIVE METHODS. 
Stevenson put through 78 bills 
aimed at technical improve- 
ments on the efficiency of gove- 
ernmental machinery. He re-or- 
ganized the State Commerce Com- 
mission, which sets utility rates, 
on a bipartisan basis. He tried 
to get a fair employment practice 
bill and failed by only one vote. 
And he survived two potentially 
disastrous scandals. 7 
One of the scandals was the 
discovery that state meat inspect- 
ors were being bribed to pass 
horse meat for beef for use in 
hamburgers. The other was the 
discovery of the. practice of 
counterfeiting cigarette stamps. 
The usual procedure in such 
cases is to get the attorney gen- 
eral to investigate and pin the 
blame on someone outside the 
regime. Stevenson led both ex- 
poses himself.

of ‘the past four decades, tour- 
ists have been able to find the 
falls, all right, but they haven't 
been able to locate the water 
even with a divining rod. 

The sad truth is that as; the 
city expanded, the far-ous falls 
shrank, doomed by civilization’s 
onward march. By 1914, the 
squalid facts could no longer be 
concealed: city sewers had 
drained the poetic falls, named 
for the Indian Juliet, of their 
water supply. 

It was no longer a laughing 
matter for either the falls or 
Minneapolis. There is. nothing 
more embarrassing to a muv- 
nicipality than a naked water 
falls with a national reputation. 

Thus began the city’s strug- 
gle to live up fo Longfellow 
and keep the falls milling if not 
laughing out loud as in Henry’s 
day. The first ef the city’s arti- 
ficial respiration plans for the 
falls was undertaken: the con- 
struction of a reservoir to 
feed it, : 

From that time on, the city, 
atate and federal governments 
have tried one plan after an- 
other to keep Minnehaha chor- 
tling. 

By 1921, the city devised a 
faucet plan. The big water- 
fall was turned on and off for 
tourist benefit during the sum- 
mer season. One of the tour- 
ists in the '20s for whom the 
city turned on the water was
